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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to a new class of antibody fragments including antibody Fab and Fab' fragments in 
which the heavy chain is not covalently bonded to the light chain and two or more effector molecules are attached to the fragment, 
of which at least one of said molecules is attached to a cysteine in the heavy or light chain constant region.
